workers in Illinois; and

WHEREAS, The Department of Commerce and Economic

Opportunity, based on recommendations from the Board, has

identified several workforce areas and organizations eligible

to receive Workforce Investment Grants for innovation projects

to explore workforce development strategies; and

WHEREAS, The State of Illinois would benefit from the

inclusion of cosmetology programs, including barber and beauty

schools, on the list of workforce areas and organizations

eligible to receive such grants; therefore, be it
